WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP)— 
The OPA today increased price 


ceilings on coal and signalled for 
a boost on oranges. On top of 
this, an agency official reported 
retail lamb prices will be higher 
than June 30 ceilings when meat 
controls are restored Sept. 9. 

The lamb prices will average at 
least -5 cents: more a pound than 
on June 30, the official told a re- 
porter. He said the increase is 
necessary because OPA and the 
Department of Agriculture decided 
against revival of the lamb sub- 
sidy. This totaled $36,000,000 in 
fiscal 1946. 

OPA officials said subsidy pay- 
ments on cattle and hogs will be 
revived at the June 29 rate, as au- 
thorized by the Price Decontrol 
Board. . 

Naming the date when retail 
meat ceilings. will apply: again, 
OPA Aaminidfator Paul Porter 
also pledged an all-out drive 
against black markets. 

OPA authorized a price boost of 
30 cents a ton for hard coal and 
for coke, and an increase of 18 
cents a ton for soft coal. These 
retail price increases are required 
by the new price control law, OPA 
said. 

On oranges, maximum prices in 
retail stores will rise about a half 
cent a pound as soon as grocers 
receive supplies at higher prices 
authorized for producers. 

Porter reaffirmed at a press 
conference that the new beef and 
pork ceilings which the Price De- 
control Board ordered restored 
will be at or near June 30 figures. 

In ordering them back, the 
board said meat prices increased 
20 to 80 per cent after controls 
lapsed June 30. 

Higher Prices on Flour. 

Porter also announced a price 
increase of 7 cents a hundred 
pounds for flour, effective Friday, 
to offset higher parity prices for 
wheat, which remains ceiling-free 
along with all other major grains. 
This price rise is expected to in- 
crease retail flour ceilings about 
1 cent on a 10-pound sack, on top 
of a cent a pound increase allowed 
early this month.

United States Per Capita Income 
At Record High, $1150, in 1945 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP)— 
The average per capita income in 
the United States reached a record 
high of $1150 in 1945, the Com- 
merce Department announced last 
night. The figure represents an 
increase of 2 per cent from the 
1944 level of $1133 and an increase 
of $575 per capita over 1940. 

New York led the states with a 
per capita income of $1595. Mis- 
sissippi was low with $556. 

Wages and salaries, income from 
unincorporated businesses and 
farms, net rent, dividends, inter- 
est, royalties and other items such 
as veterans’ benefits, military and 
dependency allowances are com- 
puted in the per capita income 
payments.

MIAMI, Fia., Aug, 22 (AP)— 
Denied the right to land on Amer- 
ican soil, 18 sea-going refugees 
from Estonia, including a 5-year- 
old girl, remained aboard their 
35-foot sloop in Biscayne bay here 
today.

A grave and angry indictment, 
the ultimatum had set the 48-hour 
deadline for the Soviet-backed 
Balkan state to: 

1. Free the imprisoned Amer- 
ican airmen on the transport 
attacked by Yugoslav fighter 
planes and forced down Aug. 9. 

2. Permit United States diplo- 
mats to investigate a second in- 
cident in which a plane was shot 
down in flames 10 days later 
near Marshal Tito’s summer 
home at Bled. 

Exact time limit for expiration 
of the ultimatum had not been 
officially determined by the time 
the flyers were released, but the 
United States had announced that 
unless its demands were met, it 
would “call upon the Security 
Council of the United Nations to 
meet promptly and to take appro-~- 
priate action.” 

This would pose a clear-cut test 
of the Security Council to function 
as an international agency for 
preserving peace in the face of 
veto powers held by the Big Five 
nations.

Text of New U.S. Note to Yugolsavia 


Sir: 

The American embassy in Bel- 
grade has informed me of the 
contents of the message received 
from the Yugoslav Foreign Office 
on Aug. 20. The replies of the 
Yugoslav government to our in- 
quiries are wholly unsatisfactory 
to the Government and shocking 
to the people of the United States. 


Your government expresses re- 
gret because of what you call an 
unhappy “accident.” Your gov- 
ernment is aware that this was 
no accident; that a fighter plane 
of your government deliberately 
fired upon a passenger plane of 
the United States Government. 
Your government states that one 
reason for the “accident” was 
that since Aug. 10 there have 
been 44 instances where Ameri- 
can planes flew over Yugo- 
slay territory. The records show 
that since Aug. 10 the total num- 
ber of flights scheduled for that 
route was only 32. These flights 
were made under instructions 
to avoid flying over Yugoslav 
territory and if in any instances 
a plane was over Yugoslav ter- 
ritory it was only because the 
pilot was forced by bad weather 
outside of the corridor, 

But this attack of Aug. 19 was 
npt the first. On Aug. 9 a United 
States passenger plane while in 
the vicinity of Klagenfurt was 
fired upon by a fighter plane of 
the Yugoslav government. It was 
forced to make a crash landing. 
When it landed, the crew and 
passengers were taken into cus- 
tody by Yugoslav authorities and 
are still held as prisoners of the 
Yugoslav government. 

For some days the representa- 
tive of the United States Govern- 
ment was unable to communicate

with these American citizens. 
Finally he was permitted to do 
so but only in the presence of 
the military authorities of Yugo- 
slavia. Twelve days have passed 
and these American citizens are 
still held by Yugoslavia. 

The message now received from 
our representative indicates that 
on the 19 of August when this 
second passenger plane was fired 
upon, some if not all of the occu- 
pants were killed. They met their 
death not by “accident” but by 
the deliberate acts of Yugoslav 
authorities. The excuse given for 
taking the lives of these American 
citizens is that the plane in which 
they were traveling was a few 
kilometers inside of Yugoslav ter- 
ritory. Your government asserts 
that for 12 minutes prior to the 
attack the pilot of the plane was 
‘invited’ to land. At the time you 
claim the pilot was “invited” to 
land the records at Klagenfurt 
show the pilot advised the Klagen- 
furt station that he was over 
Klagenfurt, which is well outside 
of Yugoslav territory, and was all 
right. 

These outrageous acts have 
been perpetrated by a govern-. 
ment that professes to be a 
friendly nation. Until we have 
had opportunity to confer with 
the survivors of these two at- 

ks and we receive such other 
evidence as is available, we make 
no statement as to the exact lo- 
cation of the two planes when 
they were attacked. 

Regardless of whether the 
planes were a short distance 
within or without the corridor, 
they were unarmed passenger 
planes en route to Udine, in 
Italy. Their flight in no way con- 
stituted a threat to the sov- 
ereignty of Yugoslavia. The use 


of force by Yugoslavia under the 


circumstances was without the 
slightest justification in inter- 
national law, was clearly incon- 
sistent with relations between 
friendly states, and was a plain 
violation of the obligations rest- 
ing upon Yugoslavia under the 
charter of the United Nations 
not to use force except in self- 
defense. At no time did the Yugo- 
slav Government advise the 
-United States Government that 
if one of its pilots should, be- 
cause of weather conditions, be 
forced a mile or two outside of 
the corridor, or, because of 
mechanical troubles, should 
find itself outside of that 
corridor, the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment would shoot to death the 
occupants of the plane. The de- 
liberate firing without warning 
on the unarmed passenger planes 
of a friendly nation is in the 
judgment of the United States 
an offense against the law of 
nations and the principles of 
humanity. 

Therefore the Government of the 
United States demands that you 
immediately release the occupants 
of these planes now in your -cus- 
tody and that you insure their 
safe passage beyond the borders 
of Yugoslavia. 

The Government of the United 
States also demands that its rep- 
resentatives be permitted to com- 
municate with any of the occu- 
pants of the two planes who are 
still live. 

If within 48 hours from the 
receipt of this note by the Yugo- 
slav Government these demands 
are complied with, the United 
States Government will deter- 
mine its course in the light of 
the evidence then secured and 
the efforts of the Yugoslav Gov- 
ernment to right the wrong 
done. 

If, however, within that time 
these demands are not complied 
with, the United States Govern- 
ment will call upon the Security 
Council of the United Nations 
to meet promptly and to take ap- 
propriate action. 


government of a firm new policy 
against appeasing Russia and 
against a further spread of 
Soviet domination over smaller 
and weaker countries, 

If that policy is to come up for 
a quick test, the issue was un- 
folded in last night’s blistering 
note to Yugoslavia. 


Language Is Strong. 

Shorn of the traditional diplo- 
matic salutations, it was couched 
in language perhaps’ without 
precedent in peacetime communi- 
cations from this country to 
another nation. 

It stemmed from two “inci- 
dents” termed “outrageous” in the 
ultimatum. 

One was the action of Yugoslav 
fighters Aug. 9 in firing on and 
forcing down an American plane, 
whose crew and passengers then 
were imprisoned. 

The second involved another 
passenger plane 10 days later. The 
State Department said it had been 
informed that this plane was shot 
down and “some if not all” of its 
occupants killed. 

Dispatches from Belgrade said 
the wreckage of the craft was 
found only about two miles from 
the Austrian border. 

Top authorities reported today 
the United States was considering 
fighter plane protection for Amer- 
ican transport planes which may 
have to pass near the Yugoslav 
border while flying the Austrian- 
Italian route. The plan would re- 
tain the present absolute bar 
against any American flights over 
Yugoslav territory and would be 
designed to protect American air- 
craft from attack by Yugoslav 
fighter planes which might ven- 
ture over Austria. 

The whole consideration is 
based on a point made in the 
American ultimatum in which the 
United States said that the two 
planes already attacked by Yugo- 
sliav fighters may not have been 
over Yugoslavia at all. The note 
declared that for the time being 
the United States makes “no 
statement as to the exact location 
of the two planes when they were 
attacked.” 

(In Frankfurt, Germany, Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney called in his 
highest officers to discuss the fu- 
ture safety of American planes in 
Europe. The chief of staff, Maj. 
Gen. Harold R. Bull, who returned 
hurriedly from Paris, said when 
asked if the War Department had 
authorized McNarney to take any 
extraordinary measures that “no 
instructions have been received 
from Washington up to. this 
time.”) 

Yugoslavia has taken the posi- 
tion that the planes were over 
Yugoslavia illegally and in viola- 
tion of its territory. 

Actions Called “Shocking.” 


Taking sharp note of the Yugo- 
slav explanations, the United 
States termed them “wholly unsat- 
isfactory to the Government and 
shocking to the people of the 
United States.” 

“These outrageous acts have 
been perpetrated by a government 
that professes to be a friendly 
nation,” the ultimatum said. 

Citing the fact that the planes 
were unarmed, it declared that 
their flight “in no way constituted 
a threat to tlie sovereignty of 
Yugoslavia.” Then it added, signifi- 
cantly: 

“The use of force by Yugoslavia 
under the circumstances was with- 
out the slightest justification in 
international law, was clearly in- 
consistent with relations between 
friendly nations, and was a plain 
violation of the obligations rest- 
ing upon Yugoslavia under the 
charter of the United Nations not 
to use force except in self-de- 
fense.” 

Moreover, the document put in 
this indictment: 

“The deliberate firing without 
warning on the unarmed passen- 
ger planes of a friendly nation 
is, in the judgment of the United 
States, an offense against the law 
of nations and the principles of 
humanity.” 

Formal U.S. Demands. 

With that array of charges laid 
down, the American note formally 
put its demands. They were these: 

1. “The Government of the 

United States demands that you 


immediately release the occu- 
pants of those planes now in 
your custody, and that you in- 
sure their safe passage beyond 
the berders of Yugoslavia. 

2. “The Government of the 
United States also demands that 
its representatives be permitted 
to communicate with any of the 
occupants of the two planes who 
are still alive.” 

It gave Yugoslavia one choice— 
or else, 

“Tf,” the note said, “within 48 
hours from the receipt of this 
note by the Yugoslav Government 
these demands are complied with, 
the United States will determine 
its course in the light of the 
evidence then secured and the ef- 
forts of the Yugoslav Government 
to right the wrong done.” 

But, it added: 

“If, however, within that time 
these demands are not complied 
with, the United States Govern- 
ment will call upon the Security 
Council of the United Nations to 
meet promptly and to take ap- 
propriate action.” 


Support on Capitol Hill. 


There was quick Capitol Hill 
support for the ultimatum. 
Chairman Bloom (Dem.), New 
fairs Committee, told a reporter it 
is “high time we stopped -pussy- 
footing.” He indorsed the plan 
to lay the issue before the Se- 
curity Council in the event the 
ultimatum is defied, saying the 
United States, as a nation which 
obeys laws, has no other course, 
The exact time the ultimatum 
period ends has not been officially 
determined. Makeido was handed 
the note at 5 p.m. (St. Louis time) 
but its release for publication was 
delayed until 10 p.m. to permit 
him to relay it to Belgrade. 
White, the State Department’s 
press officer, said the 48-hour pe- 
riod set by the ultimatum would 
start the minute the American 
note was received | the Yugo- 
slav Foreign Office, but that the 
department had not yet had a 
report from Belgrade concerning 
the time of receipt. 

U.N. Possibilities. 


An American demand for Secur- 
ity Council investigation and ac- 
tion could be instituted through a 
formal request to either Trygvie 
Lie, U.N. secretary general, or to 
Oscar Lange, Polish representative 
and currently the council's presi- 
dent. 

If the past record of United 
Nations votes is an indication, 
then Yugoslavia—as a country 
definitely within the Soviet sphere 
of influence —likely would have 
Russia as its champion in the 
Council, 

Thus the possibility of a Soviet 
veto would arise. 

But before it could be exercised 
a full-dress debate would be as- 
sured—not only of the issues in- 
volved in the immediate dispute 
but of the impact a veto might 
have on long-range peace. 

This debate would come on the 
American request for Council ac- 
tion, before a vote was called on 
the question of agreeing to the 
request itself. 

Should Russia at that point ex- 
ercise its veto power, diplomats 
agree there would be scant room 
for future confidence in the abil- 
ity of the Council to nurture the 
uneasy peace. 

Acheson conferred for half an 
hour today with Herschel John- 
son, United States representative 
on the Security Council, presum- 
ably to discuss the possibilities of 
filing the American complaint 
with the council if the Yugoslavs 
do not comply with the 48-hour 
ultimatum, 

Acheson also conferred with 
Lange, but the Polish delegate, 
who has just returned from Po- 
land, said he called on Acheson 
merely to report on his trip. 

Mediterranean Task Force. 

The Yugoslav and Dardanelles 
developments, plus undercover 
concern here over the mysterious 
rocket barrage against Sweden, 
reduced relations between the 
western powers and Russia to the 
lowest point since the end of the 
war.

spokesman disclosed that two 
cruisers and three destroyers 
will accompany the powerful 
new aircraft carrier Franklin 
D. Roosevelt on its “training 
cruise” into the Mediterranean.

This will bring the strength 
of American naval forces in the 
Mediterranean to one crack car- 
rier, four cruisers and seven de- 
stroyers—a medium-sized task 
force by wartime standards. 
Moreover, all the warships ex- 
cept one of the cruisers are 
among the newest and best the 
Navy has. 

The naval force will visit Gibral- 
tar, Naples, Malta and Tangier on 
its Mediterranean cruise. 

A spokesman in London for 
Adm. H. Kent Hewitt, commander 
of United States naval forces in 
Europe, said today this announce- 
ment of its itinerary was intended 
to “clear up confusion” stemming 
from rumors that the fleet might 
visit Trieste and Palestine. 

Most elements of the task force 
—engaged in what is officially de- 
scribed as a “training and good 
will tour’—reached Gibraltar to- 


ay. 
The 45,000-ton Roosevelt, with 
the light cruisers Houston and 
Little Rock, made a five-day visit 
at Lisbon. 


“The ship will also take part 
with other units of the United 
States naval forces in the Medi- 
terranean in various training 
maneuvers,” the London  an- 
nouncement said.

EYEWITNESS SAYS 
YUGOSLAV PLANES 
SEFMED U.S, MAKE 


Anonymous Observer Be- 
lieves Craft Which 
Downed Transport 
Were American P-51s.

TRIESTE, Aug. 22 (AP)—An 
American who saw the United 
States Army transport shot down 
at the Yugoslavia frontier Mon- 
day said today the Yugoslav fight- 
er planes appeared to be of Amer- 
ican manufacture. 

Yugoslavia received $28,800,000. 
of war supplies,’ including planes, 
under the lend-lease program in 
the war. 

Telephone lines throughout the 
American and British occupation 
zone in this territory, disputed by | 
Italy and Yugoslavia, were un- 
usually busy today and many high 
ranking officers were absent from 
their desks, indicating unaccus-| 
tomed activity. 

Some anonymous Allied military 
and political figures expressed the 
opinion that Washington might go 
so far as to break off diplomatic 
relations with Yugoslavia,over the 
downing of two C-47 transport 
planes by that country. 

The anonymous eyewitness, a 
former soldier with combat ex- 
perience in Italy, said the sound 
of the planes’ motors and their 
lines convinced him that they 
were’ American P-51 .Mustangs. 

(A well-informed military source 
in Belgrade said the Yugoslav at- 
tacks apparently were made in 
Russian-manufactured Stormovik 
fighter planes. The Belgrade dis- 
patch reported that the best in- 
formation available there was 
that no British or American types 
of fighter planes were being used 
at present by the Yugoslavs. 
Stormoviks look something like 
British Spitfires, the dispatch 
said.) 

The American said he witnessed 
the incident from a hotel window 
in Bled after he was attracted by 
the noise of the fighter planes 
passing overhead. 

He said that he heard no sound 
of shooting, but that other wit- 
nesses in the street told him they 
heard four or five loud explosions 
resembling cannon fire. 

“It was clear,” he said, “that 
the transport plane was hit in the 
air and was burning on the way 
down.” 

He said he saw no parachutes, 
but that others told him two per- 
sons parachuted from the plane. 

He said the two planes, far 
exceeding the slow transport in 
speed and maneuverability, gave 
chase to the transport over Bled 
as it was proceeding northward, 
apparently returning to Austria. 

“They overtook the transport 
plane over the mountain across 
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selves to military commissions for 
drafting within one week from a 
specified day. The appearance of 
the posters seemed to be purely 
coincidental, however, the United 
Press said.) 

o United States graves regis- 
tration representatives, First Lt. 
Charles O. Provow and Pvt.

Provow and Demasi 
were given permission to search 
the area near Bled for the bodies 
of three American Air Force per- 
sonnel believed to have been killed 
Monday when a C-47 transport 
was shot down in flames.

Theodore MHohenthal, United 
States consul at Zagreb, was in- 
formed today by officials at Yugo- 
slav Fourth Army headquarters in 
Ljubljana in northern Yugoslavia 
that no trace had been found of 
two more American crew mem- 
bers of the C-47 who were seen 
to parachute from the blazing 
plane. This information added to 
fears that they may also have 
been killed. 

Hohenthal reported that as late 
as yesterday—two days after the 
last C-47 was shot down -— Yugo- 
slav officials at Fourth Army 
headquarters told him they had 
heard nothing about the plane. 
Hohenthal then set out on his own 


in an effort to reach the wreck- 
age. In a small village a short 
distance from the scene peasants 
told him they had found some 
shoes and a Protestant and a 
Jewish prayerbook near the scene 
of the crash, 

Following the conference with 
Tito, Patterson arranged to fly to 
Geneva, Switzerland, to refuel, and 
then proceed to a meeting with 
Gen. Mark W. Clark, commander 
of United States Forces in Austria.

made satisfactory answer to pro- 
tests against “insults to Marshal 
Tito in the Greek press.” 

This spokesman said the action 
did not constitute a recall and 
that the Yugoslav legation in 
Athens would continue to operate. 
He emphasized that diplomatic re- 
lations between Greece and Yugo- 
slav had not been ruptured. 


American and British forces in the 
Trieste area had been called into 
conference at Thirteenth Corps 
headquarters in Duino. 

The United States Eighty-eighth 
Division paraded within view of 
Yugoslav binoculars here Monday 
and Lt. Gen. John C. Lee, ranking 
American commander, called the 
review a “convincing demonstra- 
tion of Allied military might.”

Senator Wants Defense 
Council Set Up Now —

Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP)— 
Senator Thomas (Dem.), Utah, 
proposed today that President 
Truman order into immediate ef- 
fect a partial merger of Army 
and Navy functions. 

Thomas, who is chairman of the 
Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, told a reporter he is drafting 
a letter to that effect, which 
Truman will find on his desk 
when he returns from his vaca- 
tion at sea. 


Specifically, the Senator said he 
will appeal for establishment of 
a council of national defense such 
as is called for in pending merger 
legislation. That legislation failed 
to reach a vote in either house be- 
fore Congress quit three weeks 
ago. 

It is Thomas’s contention that 
the President has full authority to 
order unification in the over-all 
field of policy making without 
waiting for Congress to pass on 
this question. 

Senator Revercomb (Rep.), West 
Virginia, said in an interview that 
while he does not challenge the 
President’s right to initiate such 
a change, he thinks it would be 
much better for Congress to decide 
the issue when it comes back next 
January. 

There have been reports that 
Truman discussed such a course 
at a recent meeting of Army and 
Navy leaders and Under Secretary 
of State Acheson at the White 
House. 

While Thomas said he did not 
know whether the move actually 
is under consideration by the 
President, he said he believed the 
need for at least a partial merger 
is growing daily. 

“The only spot where we have a 
single head of military policy is 
in Japan, where Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur is supreme Allied com- 
mander,” he said, “The success 
with which Gen. MacArthur is 
meeting in administering policies 
there illustrates the need for uni- 
fication elsewhere.” 

Thomas said he is suggesting 
to the President that a council for 
common defense be set up with 
Secretary of State Byrnes as its 
chairman. 

Under terms of the merger bill, 
members of the council would in- 
clude the proposed new secretary 
for common defense, under secre- 
taries for the Army, Navy and Air 
Forces and the chairman of the 
proposed National Security Re- 
sources Board. 


Thomas said that if Truman 
chose he could name representa- 
tives for each of these divisions 
and clothe the resulting board 
with authority to co-ordinate all 
defense activities of the Govern- 
ment, 

As the merger bill proposes, he 
said the board could be charged 
with appraising “the objectives, 
commitments and risks of the 
United States in relation to our 
actual and potential military

Further, Thomas said, he is sug- 
gesting that the proposed Security 
Resources Board be set up by 
executive order with authority to 
pass on questiong of manpower, 
natural resources, supplies and 
productive facilities.

Five Reported in City, Two 
in County—16 Have Died of 
Disease in St. Louis Area. 


Seven new cases of infantile 
paralysis were reported in the St. 
Louis area today, bringing the to- 
tal for the year here to 235. Six- 
teen persons have died of the dis- 
ease. 

Three of the new cases were 
among residents of St. Louis. An 
eight-year-old boy, suffering from 
polio, was admitted to City Hos- 
pital yesterday, while four other 
patients were reveased. The iso- 
lation division of the hospital now 
has 27 patients, six of whom are 


in serious condition. 

The other two city residents re- 
ported today were an 8-year-old 
Negro boy and a 23-year-old man.

MIAMI BEACH, Fia., Aug. 22 
(UP)—AFL International Typo- 
graphical Union convention dele- 
gates today rejected a series of 
resolutions aimed at advertising 
considered unfair by the ITU.

CHINESE RED LEADERS DISCUSS 
PEACE ISSUE WITH U.S, ENVOY 


NANKING, Aug. 22 (AP)—Two 
Chinese Communist leaders dis- 
cussed the issue of peace for 
China today with United States 
Ambassador John Leighton Stuart 
amid a tumult of civil war ru- 
mors, including a wholly unsup- 
ported allegation by the pro- 
Government newspaper Ta Kung 
Pao of Tientsin that the Com- 
munists had used poison gas in 
their siege of Tatung, coal and 
rail center more than 150 miles 
west of Peiping.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (UP)— 
Vice Adm. W. H. P. Blandy, “op- 
erations crossroads” commander, 
said today that, unless the atomic 
bomb is outlawed, he would rec- 
ommend continuing tests to keep 
the Navy abreast of necessary 


weapons and design changes. 

Blandy, who returned from the 
Bikini atomic bomb tests two 
days ago, told a news conference 
that, in speaking of eliminating 
the bomb, he did not refer to “any 
voluntary outlawing by the United 
States.” “We are anxious to see 
the bomb outlawed,” he said, “‘but 
we are not going to be a party to 
another Kellogg-Briand pact. 
What is needed is a guaranteed, 
reliable and enforceable plan ac- 
ceptable to all nations.” 

Blandy asserted “So long as the 
bomb is not eliminated, I certainly 
advocate more tests so that ships 
and weapons may be redesigned 
in accordance with the lessons 
learned from past tests.” 


WORKER KILLED, 7 INJURED 
IN BLAST AT CHEMICAL PLANT 


NITRO, W. Va., Aug. 22 (UP)— 
An explosion and fire at the Ohio 
Apex Co.’s main chemical plant 
today killed one worker and in- 


jured seven others. 

Company officials estimated the 
damage “in excess of $500,000.” 
Cause of the explosion, which blew 
out one end of the 10-story struc- 
ture, was undetermined. 

Lonnie Kilgore died two hours 
after being freed from beneath a 
siab of concrete. A_ tentative 
checkup showed that all but one 
of the 100 men at work at the 
time of the explosion had been 
accounted for. The blast was ‘fol- 
lowed by fire. 


WARNING AGAINST 
MINERAL OIL ON 
RESTAURANT SALAD 


Medical Group Says Use in 
Dressings Could Hurt 
Vitamin Absorption. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 22 (AP)—An 
article in the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association warned 
today of the harmful effects of 
mineral oil which it said had been 
served to customers in many res- 
taurants as a substitue for edible 
Oils in salad dressings. 

The Journal said that restau- 
rants had resorted to the use of 
mineral oils because of the scar- 
city and high price of edible vege- 
table oils. 

It said that continuation of the 
practice could interfere seriously 
with absorption of vitamins D 
and K, carotene, calcium and 
phosphorous. 


WAITRESS STABBED IN FACE; 
ACCUSES ESTRANGED HUSBAND 


Mrs. Lillian Feeherty, a waitress 
at the Chungking Cafe, 1129 Lo- 
cust street, was stabbed in the 
face today by a man she told 
police was her estranged husband, 
John Feeherty. She was taken to 
City Hospital, suffering from loss 
of blood.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP)— 
Small business people—those who 
have such a business or are think- 
ing of starting one—may be able 
to get from the Department of 
Commerce information that will 
help them, 

Within the department is a spe- 
cial bureau called the Office of 
' Small Business, whose job it is to 
|help small business men _ with 
many of their problems—although, 
|of course, not all. 
| The office here has a staff of 
about 100. It is adding several 
|}hundred more. When they’ve re- 
ceived special training, they will 
be sent out to the department’s 
57 branch offices. The depart- 
‘ment hopes to increase the num- 
| ber of officers to 75 soon. 

When the branch offices are 
staffed, one writes or visits them, 
| stating his problem to the specially 
|trained men. Or, one can still 
| write or visit the main office in 
| Washington, 

The work of the small business 
office goes something lik ethis: 

| John Jones wants to open a 
‘small business. He can’t decide 
|'whether to make it a corporation 
or partnership. He’s bothered by 
a question about patents. 

| He comes to the office here, or 
writes to it, explaining his case. 
'He gets information. on the dif- 
|ference between a corporation and 
‘a partnership. Patent experts try 
“a help him on his patent prob- 

em.

A staffer will work on his case, 
try to winnow through the kinds 
of business in which he thinks he 
can make a living, and then per- 
haps suggest he read: 

1.A booklet called “estab- 
lishing and operating your own 

business.” 

2. A number of other booklets 

explaining the problems of in- 
dividual businesses like filling 
stations, shoe repairing, auto re- 
pairing, and so on. 
- The Commerce Department has 
prepared 18 of those booklets, 
some of them fairly large, which 
sell at from 10 to 40 cents. 

To get a booklet, one has to 
write to the Superintendent of 
Documents, Washington 25, D. C. 
He sells them. 

The Office of Small Business 
may give aid like this, too: 

Help one to get scarce mate- 

rials, which are allocated by the 
Government or are distributed un- 
der priorities, if he can fit the re- 
quirements for such help. 
The office is working out a pro- 
gram—it isn’t complete enough 
for announcement yet—to help 
small contractors get subcontracts 
from large manufacturers. For 
many small firms such subcon- 
tracts may, in time, mean the dif- 
ference between staying in busi- 
ness or failing.

Sanders fired the 
ball into the turf and leaped into 
the air and turned a somersault, 
hitting the ground on his shoul- 
der and back, obviously in pain. 
He had to be assisted off the field 
and later, at St. John’s Hospital, 
it was reported he had suffered 
a fracture of the upper left arm. 
' Tf either the runner Dusak or 
the fielder Sanders had flinched 
a little on that close and danger- 
ous play, nobody would have been 
hurt. But players schooled in the 
Cardinal tradition don't flinch. 
After having ruled Dusak out, 
Umpire Lou Jorda called him safe 
on the premise that Sanders had 


dropped the ball. Actually, he 
threw the ball down after having 
completed the play, but there was 
great confusion at the scene of 
the collision. The Boston club 
protested vigorously and long; to 
no avail. The Braves seemed to 
appreciate the seriousness of let- 
ting Dusak reach first base with 
none out.

Safe and Solid Understanding? 
Sumner Welles Analyzes Prospect

America, but Points Out No Fundamental 
Clash of Interest Exists,

the United States and the Soviet Union still find the way toward 


an understanding by which they will gain assurance that both can 
obtain safety and prosperity in the same world? 


The final treaties will show 


whether the peace to come is to 
be constructed on those founda- 
tions of justice, of self-determina- 
tion and of strategic and economic 
common sense without which no 
peace can be lasting. 

The conference is also going to 
show whether there is yet hope 
that the East and the West can 
reconcile interests which are daily 
becoming more antagonistic. 

Unless an affirmative answer to 
this question is found, there can 
be no peaceful world reconstruc- 
tion. Without it, no German or 
Austrian adjustments will offer se- 
curity. Without it, no Far Eastern 
settlements can guarantee the fu- 
ture safety of either Russia or the 
United States. 

Urges Facing the Issues. 

At an early stage of the Napole- 
onic Wars, Charles James Fox 
urged the British House of Com- 
mons to accept Napoleon's offer 
of peace in these words: “A state 
of peace, immediately after a war 
of such violence, must in some re- 
spects be a state of insecurity; 
+. are we never to have peace 
because that peace may be inse- 
cure?” 

The subsequent peace of Amiens 
didn’t last. It couldn’t have lasted. 
It was concluded with full knowl- 
edge that it afforded no security. 
It helped to make the later war of 
anzihilation inevitable. 

The great temptation today is 
once more to welcome even a nom- 
inal peace because to many any 
agreement seems better than none. 

But if a real peace is ultimate- 
ly to be achieved, it is better for 
the American people to face the 

present issues squarely and to 
reject any settlement 
which, because of its rotten 
foundations, can only make for 
continuing insecurity. 

Does the Kremlin want a peace 
which is lasting or a peace which 
can only be transitory? 

Russia’s Strategic Policy. 

Soviet tactics have been deter- 
mined by reasons of military strat- 
egy, of ideology, and of internal 
policy. Since the end of World 
War II, Russia's strategic inter- 
ests have been advanced in every 
part of the world. 

The Soviet’s position in China 
and in eastern Asia is already far 
stronger than at any period of the 
Czarist Empire. Russia’s influ- 
ence is constantly increasing in 
India and in Indonesia. Her au- 
thority in Iran is preponderant 
and promises soon to extend to 
the Persian Gulf. The success of 
Soviet propaganda in the Arab 
world is daily more apparent, 
Pressure upon Turkey has. been 
renewed. Russian control of the 
Balkans, except for Greece, is ab- 
solute, and, if the internationali- 
gation of Trieste is carried out, 
will soon include that strategic 
port. 

Her domination of eastern Eu- 
rope, whether achieved through 
“good neighbor” methods, as in 
Finland, or through the exercise 
of ruthless force, as in Hungary 
and eastern Austria, is already 
assured. 

Russia’s ambitions in Germany 
have been revealed by Mr. Molo- 
tov’s recent address. And in the 
Western Hemisphere the Commu- 


disrupt inter-American solidarity. 

The tactics carried out by the 
Soviet Government must be in- 
terpreted as an evidence of 
Russia’s intention to secure an 
advantageous. strategic position 
in the event of a future war 
with this country. 

Yet there ‘exist no fundamental 
clashes of interest which, need 
make for conflict, and no con- 
flict is conceivable unless Rus- 
sia’s fear of the “capitalistic 
West” has already yencned a 
psychopathic stage. 

But stupidity and ignorance 
play their baleful part. And fear 
in one country breeds fear in 
the other. The fears and sus- 
picions generated in each of the 
two countries during the last 
12 months have already reached 
fantastic proportions, 

They can now only be dissi- 
pated by the catalyst of true 
statesmanship on the part of 
both governments which will 
provide the certainty that each 
nation wants safety rather than 
world domination, 

If Russia persists in her strategy 
of the last twelve months, and this 
Government continues its recent 
vacillating course, the sense of in- 
security among the United Nations 
will be even greater tomorrow 
than it is today. 

Ideology in recent years has 
served as an instrument, rather 
than as the end, of Soviet policy. 

If, as I myself believe, the un- 
derlying objective of Soviet policy

They cannot conceivably be at- 

tained unless the kind of peace 
which is now laid down is in- 
tended to be durable and proves 
capable of facilitating the con- 
struction of a new world order 
which can give all peoples the as- 
surance of security. 
On the day before the outbreak 
of World War II, Mr. Molotov said, 
“We are firmly convinced that the 
interests of the U.S.S.R. coincide 
with the fundamental interests of 
the people of other countries.” 

The individual reader may ap- 
praise as he sees fit the original 
intent of those words. But today, 
seven years after those words were 
uttered, it is imperative that that 
pronouncement become a reality 
rather than a catchphrase. 

The peoples of the world have 
reached a point where the final 
decision can no longer be. post- 
poned, They cannot obtain real 
security until the United States 
and the U.S.S.R. jointly recognize 
that neither the Soviet Union nor 
the Western democracies can 
dominate the other; that their 
legitimate interests are not neces- 
sarily antagonistic and can still 
be made to coincide, and that no 
real peace can be made until the 
causes of the present dangerous 
sense of growing insecurity are 
dispelled, by the common action

in the background of the Palestine problem which President 
Roosevelt always remembered; which Secretary of State James 


F. Byrnes still remembers; but which the unhappy President Truman 


seems to have partly forgotten. 


The British exasperation with 
the American stand on Palestine 
(which has been even deeper and 
more bitter than the American 
exasperation with the British) is 
directly traceable to this. In all 
quarters here it is felt that the 
significance and urgency of this 
question is being almost frivol- 
ously ignored in Washington. 

The importance of the Middle 
East to the British is obvious. 
It is their oil reservoir and is the 
center of their communications 
with the Far East. Britain must 
hold its Middle Eastern position 
at all costs if it is to survive as 
a major wer. 

But the Middle Eastern oil re- 
sources are also a great American 
reserve, on which the United 
States must be able to fall back 
when its reckless home consump- 
tion begins to produce the in- 
evitable results. 

Strategic Value. 

Furthermore, the Middle East 
bears precisely the same strate- 
gic relation to the total land mass 
of Europe and Asia as Czecho- 
slovakia did to Europe before the 
new weapons. 

If the Soviet Union succeeds in 
its present effort to capture the 
Middle East, Britain will cease to 
a” a major power; and thus west- 


ern Europe will be transformed 
into a political vacuum, which the 
Soviet Union will inevitably fill. 

At the same time, control of 
the Middle East ‘vill throw all 
the Far East open to Soviet pene- 
tration. With Soviet agents ex- 
tremely active in Afghanistan, 
India and Tibet; with the Com- 
munist-led independence move- 
ment in Burma, and with a Com- 
munist - dominated government 
certain to control northern Indo- 
China, the Far Eastern question 
is not academic nor distant. 

These facts may not be ap- 
parent to the apocalyptic vision 
of Secretary of Commerce Wal- 
lace, but they are facts just the 
same. They. are facts, indeed, 
which will jeopardize the whole 
future if they are ignored or 
underrated. 

No man was more aware of 
these facts than President Roose- 
velt. He was a believer in the Jew- 
ish national home, ag it is natural 
for humane men to be; yet he also 
understood the danger of driving 
the nationalist Arabs into perma- 
nent hostility toward Britain and 
the West.

HE power of Congress over 

the purse will amount to noth- 

ing if it is to continue to ap- 
propriate blindly huge sums of 
money to the RFC and the Ex- 
port-Import Bank and allow them 
to be spent at will, without Con- 
gressional sanction. 

There can be no democracy if 
Congress surrenders its power to 
vote money deliberately for spe- 
cific purposes. It is perfectly silly 
to split hairs over a small appro- 
priation for an Indian school while 
allowing the Export-Import Bank 
to “lend” $10,000,000 to Saudi Ara- 
bia as has been done. 

Such a transaction violates 
sound democratic principles. It is 
short-cutting our Constitution. It 
is kicking in the shins sound 
precedents that have come down 
to us from the beginning. Con- 
gress is an elephant being put 
through its paces by a little ma- 
hout way up on its back. 

If the Export-Import Bank is to 
be permitted to make loans or 
gifts abroad, without even submit- 
ting the items to Congress, why 
should not the RFC hand out 
money for domestic administrative 
purposes? 

Department Act Questioned. 

The Export-Import Bank does 
not make loans to foreign coun- 
tries without the permission of the 
State Department, so it is fair to 
ask why the State Department 
waited until Congress had ad- 
journed before committing this as- 
sault upon democracy. The State 
Department had plenty of time to 
ask Congress to sanction this 
“loan.” There was also ample time 
to make public the application for 
the “loan” so that people might 
know of it and speak their minds 
about it.

Benton on Missouri Artists 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Yes (as you say)—“Art Rides the Es- 
ealator,” but whatever escalator it rides, 
in this case it will do so without me. 

When the Scruggs-Vandervoort-Bar- 
ney project was first presented to me, 
I outlined the direction it should take, 
I wrote the Associated American Artists, 
agents for the project, that a great op- 
portunity was here offered to establish 
a working relationship between Ameri- 
ean business groups operating within 
cultural areag and artists also working 
therein. 

I suggested in the specific case of the 
Scruggs- Vandervoort-Barney project 
that a certain proportion of the artists 
hired should be residents of the cul- 
tural area in which the business itself 
operated. I offered the names of certain 
Missouri artists, whose capacity to rep- 
resent Missouri I was assured of. These 
mames were discarded in the final 
shuffle of assignments, and slick-paper 
names, like my own, were put in their 
place. 

There is nothing reprehensible in the 
possession of a siick-paper name. But 
‘that possession does not, by a long shot, 
guarantee ability to penetrate a cultural 
area. Your editorial threw a pretty fair 
light on that fact. A bunch of “carpet- 
baggers” have, whether they are artists, 
confidence men or insurance salesmen, 
but one interest in invading a country. 
That interest is to “pull what dough you 
ean out of it.” And that is the limit of 
their interest. 

The Big Ten commissioned to paint 
Missouri are all artists, good artists. 
But they are merely artists, while the 
situation calls for familiar and profound 
experience with a cultural actuality. 
This cultural actuality cannot be grasped 
in any 10-day jaunt. 

Because I believe that a technically 
lesser art intimately tied to a specific 
culture is better for that culture’s devel- 
opment than a technically greater art 
attached only to esthetic generalities, I 
am dissociating myself from the 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney affair. I 
don’t want to get my ideas of Missouri 
mixed up with a bunch of tourist snap- 
shots, however high class. 

€arry my best greetings to those Mis- 
souri artists who feel with me that an 
art of and for Missouri ean best be 
made by those who know Missouri.

The Dardanelles Issue 


The State Department's ultimatum to Yugo- 
slavia means far more than it actually says. 

Actually the United States is talking to 
Russia, and on the subject of the Soviet Union’s 
spread-eagling imperialism. This country is tell- 
ing the Soviet Union that its diplomatic con- 
quests have got to stop, and have got to stop 
at the Dardanelles, which is the spot at which 
the conflict of interests between Russia and 
the Western democracies has come to a focus. 

The ultimatum to Yugoslavia says “Stop, or 
take the consequences” to Russia much more 
forcefully than does the State Department’s 
note actually addressed to Russia and on the 
subject of the Dardanelles. 

What about this Dardanelles issue, which is 
one of the most baffling and explosive in the 
world today? 

A few days ago there. was talk in London and 
Washington—and not idle talkk—that Turkey 
might become the Poland, or at least the Czecho- 
slovakia, of a third world war. Russia’s demand 
on Turkey for a military base on the Dardanelles 
would have cut what the Turks call their “throat.” 

Worse, surrender to this demand would have 
meant that Turkey, like the Balkan and Baltic 
states, would have sacrificed her independence 
and been quickly drawn behind the iron curtain. 
This would have given the Soviets unbroken sway 
from the Western Baltic to the Morgan Line in 
Central Europe. It would have jeopardized the 
British Empire in the Eastern Mediterranean. 

With the stakgs so high, Britain and the United 
States, with France tagging along, have served 
something closely resembling an ultimatum on 
Russia. They support Turkey in resisting Russia's 
demands for a base on the Straits. In lieu of 
Russia’s demands for joint defense of the Straits 
by herself and her two satellites, Bulgaria and 
Romania, along with Turkey, the plan of Britain 
and the United States calls for control of the 
Straits by a concert of powers. 

In his note to Russia, Under Secretary of State 
Acheson voiced “the firm opinien of this Gov- 
ernment that Turkey should continue to be pri- 
marily responsible for the defense of the Straits.” 
He added, significantly, that the defense of the 
Straits should “function in a manner entirely 
consistent with the principles and aims of the 
United Nations.” 

The dispute over control of the Straits is an- 
cient and complex. Ever since Peter the Great, 
Russia has contended for guaranteed access to 
warm water through the Dardanelles and the 
Aegean arm of the Mediterranean. Yet Russia 
became freely a party to the Montreux conven- 
tion, which gave the administration of the Straits 
to Turkey. 

That, however, was at a time when Russia 
and Turkey were on the best of terms. Now 
Turkey is mortally afraid of her towering neigh- 
bor, and of her imperial ambitions. 

Turkey is afraid of being gobbled up as so 
many of Russia’s neighbors have been gobbled 
up. Turkey has an army and apparently a will 
to fight, and it seems clear that Britain and the 
United States have committed themselves to 
make Turkey the test of whether Russia can be 
prevailed upon to desist from further imposition 
of her will upon small states. 

Radio Moscow, on the other hand, said this 
week that “the democratic (sic) nations of Eu- 
rope cannot reconcile themselves to the idea of 
the Mediterranean being turned into a bridge- 
head which could threaten them.” Russia’s case 
is strengthened by the fact that during the late 
war Turkey was intimidated by Germany into 


permitting Nazi troopships to pass through the 


Dardanelles with reinforcements for the Wehr- 
macht at Sebastopol. 

The position of the Western powers would be 
stronger if it were made clear that they mean to 
apply to the Dardanelles the principle of real in- 
ternationalization of waterways, for which we 
stdod at Potsdam. In that case, the principle 
would be applicable, not only to the Dardanelles, 
but to other strategic waterways, like the Suez 
Canal. 

The Dardanelles question presents a diplomatic 
clash of first importance. The Western powers 
are making it a firm test of whether major dis- 
putes shall be settled by joint international action 
or by the will of one nation imposed by force or 
the threat of force. It is time that this issue 
be met. 
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A Smart Labor Decision 

The AFL Central Trades Union executive 
board used common sense in rejecting a pro- 
posal to stage a one-day strike in sympathy with 
the persecuted police union. 

Such a demonstration would not in the least 
soften up a Governor and a Police Board who 
seem beyond reason in this matter; it would, 
if anything, tend to confirm them in their 
prejudice, As the AFL board said, it would also 
cause a loss of wages to union members and 
a loss of production to their employers. 

There is a place for sympathy strikes in our 
society, but this plainly is not the place. 
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How Much Black Meat? 


Meat and livestock spokesmen promptly pre- 
dicted a return to black marketing with the re- 
newal of price controls. They could be right. 


However, as the Decontrol Board has in effect 


concluded, the chance to restrain illegal market- 
ing is better today than it was before June 30. 

The black market reached major proportions 
only in the last few months before OPA went 
out. Congress was plainly indecisive, so legiti- 
mate producers held meat off the market in an 
effort to have controls abandoned. Taking ad- 
vantage of the national meat hunger caused by 
this tactic, unscrupulous producers and packers 
and desperate retailers began selling illegitimate 
meat. Now that the effort to kill controls has 
been overruled, the legitimate industry should 
not try again to create a meat famine. If the in- 
dustry can see its clear interest, it will throw 
its practical support in the Government's cam- 
paign on illegal operators. 

The attitudes of others, too, are changed. OPA 
and the Agriculture Department will administer 
under a law and in a spirit which do not pinch 
law-abiding packers as the old law did. With 
doubts of Congress’s intentions out of the way, 
the Government can resume and heighten en- 
forcement efforts in a less demoralizing atmos- 
phere—particularly the control of slaughtering. 
Above all, consumers have learned that black- 
market buying can easily reach such proportions 
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that controls become unenforceable, leading to 
free prices but painfully higher ones. 

All this suggests that curbing the black market 
depends on a variety of human attitudes more 
than on anything else. So it does. National 


prohibition taught us that a law can become s0 — 


unpopular that enforcing it becomes impossible. 
The point is that meat control now has an ex-~ 
cellent chance to be overwhelmingly popular. 
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For a World Oil Parley 


Under Secretary of State Acheson’s declara- 
tion that the United States Government would 
like to have all the nations of the world get 
together in an agreement on oil is the second 
such statement from the State Department in 
recent days. Creation of an International Petro- 
leum Authority, with some power of its own to 
equalize the oil supply among the nations, had 
been proposed by John Loftus, chief of the 
petroleum division of the State Department, and 
Charles Rayner, Secretary Byrnes's adviser on 
petroleum policy. Why doesn’t the State De- 
partment go ahead and invite the nations to a 
round-table on the subject of oil? 

Oil, or more specifically the lack of it, -is at 
the root of many of the international problems 
that are jeopardizing the peace before it is 
even made. The oil problem should have been 
tackled directly and frankly the moment the 
nations could turn their attention from war to 
peace, 

Delay has made the solution more difficult. 
Other problems are crowding in on the nations. 
The time is fast passing when the solution of 
any one of the complex of problems can make 
a really significant contribution to the peace 
of the world. If we mark time while individual 
problem after individual problem is swept into 
the vortex of world dissension, we shall hardly 
be able to solve any of them unless we can solve 
them all at once. 

So it is imperative, not merely to take hold 
of the world problem of oil, but to do it on 
the instant, without any more mere talk and 
procrastination. 

The IPA proposal sounds like an excellent be- 
ginning of the basic idea. Though the proposal 
has not been spelled out in much detail, the 
underlying principle is that of the Atlantic 
Charter—equal access of all countries to petro- 
leum supplies, with the international organiza- 
tion acting as a research board and court of 
appeals, 

Before the quarrels that stem from the oil 
problem have any longer chance to multiply, 
will not the State Department formally propose 
through the United Nations that the countries 
sit down together and iron out their quarrels 
over inequality of oil supplies by removing the 
cause? 
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More Speed With Surpluses 

The pressing economic need is for goods to 
be placed on the market to absorb the inflation- 
ary reserve of purchasing power. One way to 
meet this need is to speed the sale of surplus 
war goods. Although the wars have been over 
for more than a year, less than $4,500,000,000 of 
an estimated 33 billion dollars’ worth of the 
military surplus has been sold. 

This is far too slow. In fact, the War Assets 
Administration is now allowing surplus goods 
to accumulate in the warehouses faster than it 
is being sold. Former Maj. Gen, Robert M. 
Littlejohn, head of WSA, estimates that he will 
be able to dispose of the whole surplus by next 
July, but to do so he will have to step up the 
rate of disposal to at least twice the present 
tempo. 

Even if he realizes his goal, it is not enough. 
The goods need to be sold now, when their dis- 
posal will exercise a deflationary effect, not a 
year from now when current production can 
absorb purchasing power and deflationary sale 
of the war surplus would be harmful. 

As Bernard Baruch has remarked, it is better 
by far that they be sold now, even if they don’t 
bring the last hundred thousand dollars they 
might, than for the disposal to be delayed. The 
goods are needed now in the battle against in- 
flation. 
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Russia has not so far obtained a loan from 
the United States, but is doing better with 
Sweden, Of course, her application at Washing- 
ton was filed on Form A-3 instead of V-2. 
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One Way to Judge 

One way to judge a proposal is to consider 
who is for it and who is against it. President 
Truman’s proposal to permit entry into the 
United States yearly of 50,000 displaced per- 
sons from Europe is favored by Senator Taylor, 
Idaho progressive, who says: 

There is no question of competition 
against American workers or American busi- 
ness men. The successive waves of immi- 
gration have always raised the level of our 
standard of living and increased our na- 
tional prosperity. 

Representative Rankin of Mississippi, the 
echo of the abysmal Bilbo in the lower house, 
responds in the dead-tired cliches that anyone 
would have known he would have used. He 
wants the refugees already here “sent back 
where they came from,” and adds: 

We have too many so-called refugees 
pouring into this country, bringing with 
them communism, atheSm, anarchy and 
infidelity. 

A third group of Congressmen is represented 
by Representative Mason of Illinois, ranking mi- 
nority member of the House Immigration Com- 
mittee. He feels that “some 150,000 (immi- 
grants) a year, which is permitted under the 
present quota, is enough.” 

So, presumably, does President Truman. But 
since only one-sixth to one-fourth of this 
quota has been filled for the past four years, 
and not much more of it for the 10 years before 
that, there is plenty of room to aid the dispos- 
sessed of Europe within the quota. 

For 30 years before 1930, immigration into 
this country never fell below 250,000, and sev- 
eral times it went to a million and a quarter. 
Why, in the name of humanity, draw back now 
from giving refuge to a mere 50,000 who are cut 
off from bread and shelter and hope?

What homeless Jewish refugees require is not a “homeland” but a 
better world, editorial says; points out that Palestine cannot take 
all these people; asks if religious nationalism is answer in any case; 
says United States should help to open gates of world to Jews. 


From Life Magazine 


In a world unutterably wearied of see- 
ing people pushed around, there is an un- 
derstandable, though wishful, tendency to 
believe in some easy solution for the prob- 
lem of Europe's homeless Jews. 


The notion is being broadcast that the 
solution is merely to let 100,000 more Jews 
into Palestine where they can be cared for 
by their own people. Thus they would be 
lifted from the world conscience. 


It is also suggested that in a true, inde- 
pendent Jewish state, not just a “Home,” 
the Children of Israel would continue to 
build out of arid wastes a land of hydro- 
electric milk and industrial honey so rich 
and so charming as to attract and provide 
for all unwanted Jews. 


The Zionists are superb organizers; they 
are also religious idealists, with all the vir- 
tues — and some of the blind spots — of 
zealots throughout history. It could only 
be wished they had the right answers. But 
they haven't. 


Since British withdrawal from Egypt, 
Palestine is the chief Middle East military 
base for protection of the Empire “life 
lines.” As the British themselves describe 
it, “The area should be peaceful; it should 
be well disposed toward Britain and no 
other great power should gain a predom- 
inant position there.” 


Our Stake in Middle East 


British policy is generally the one most 
acceptable to the United States. We can 
“advise” and we can “consult,” as we do, 
but until we are ready to adopt a firm 
Middle East policy of our own and to en- 
force it with our own boys, we are in a 
poor position to say and do things that will 
spill British blood. 


The difficulty the Jews face, both as to 
immediate immigration and as to the long- 
range dream of a homeland, is primarily 
with the Arabs. Specifically it is with the 
1,000,000 Arabs in Palestine, but generally 
it is with the 50,000,000 Arab population of 
the Middle East, now banded together in 
the Arab League and threatening that if 
they fail to obtain justice in London they 
will turn to Moscow. 


The differences between the Jews and 
the Arabs are such they can scarcely be 
understood unless one is an Arab or a 
Jew. The present obvious nub of friction 
is simply that the Jews in Palestine have 
come to enjoy a much higher standard of 
living than their Arab neighbors. 


Present Nub of Friction 


This view of the matter was reaffirmed 
only last spring by the Anglo-American 
Committee of Inquiry ag a part of its long 
report on Palestine. This report also urged 
that 100,000 of the Jews currently in as- 
sembly camps in Germany and Austria— 
and most of them in or trying to get into 
the American zones—should be immediate- 
ly and humanely transported to Palestine. 


The Arabs’ response was such that Brit- 
ain’s Foreign Minister Ernest Bevin esti- 
mated that it would require dispatch of a 
British division and expenditure of $800,- 
000,000 to effect the immigration. So he 
rejected the proposal. 

When President Truman insists, in the 
face of British objections, that the 100,000 
Jews be let in at once, he may have a 
nervous eye on the Jewish vote. But the 
President should approach it with the same 
bi-partisan strategy he employed when the 


United Nationg was organized at San Fran- 
cisco, 


Otherwise the Palestine question, by be- 
coming the price of a Zionist-led Jewish 
vote, could enter our politics in such a way 
that an entire national election might turn 
on how a few New Yorkers feel about an 
entirely extraneous issue. That wouldn't 
go down so well in Oklahoma. 


In the meantime, blocked from orderly 
entry, the Jews have opened an extensive 
underground railway to Palestine in an ef- 
fort to elude the British by day and the 
Arabs by night. The terrorist group known 
as Irgun Zvai Leumi blew up British head- 
quarters in the King David Hotel in Jeru- 
salem last month, killing 91. This led to 
retaliatory restrictive measures, so that 
Britain and Zion are virtually at war. 


Britain’s Partition Plan 


Yet the Zionists must realize that the 
British, through the years, have been their 
truest friends and that removal] of the Tom- 
mies would probably result in the Arabs 
quickly pushing the Jews into the sea. 


With all this turmoil, efforts to find a 
solution have not made much progress. 
The British proposed to partition Palestine, 
retaining a military zone near the Suez for 
themselves and giving the Jews most of 
the fertile coast and the Arabs the bulk 
of the inland area. Both the Jews and the 
Arabs reject this scheme, 


It is clear that the immigration of the 
100,000 Jews still in camp cannot really be 
decided until the central problem of Pales- 
tine’s future is answered. To admit 100,- 
000 more Jews—almost one-fifth of the to- 
tal Jews already there—without provision 
for land and industrial expansion to take 
care of them would only tend to ghetto-ize 
the Jewish community. 


World Must Share the Task 


Aside however, from the physical limita- 
tions, there is the higher moral question 
that divides the Jews themselves: namely, 
is religious nationalism any more the an- 
swer to the over-all Jewish problem than is 
any other sort of nationalism the answer 
to any part of the world problem? 


What the Jews really need is not a na- 
tional state but the right sort of world. If 
the nations carried out that provision in 
the United Nations Charter for “universal 
respect for, and observance of, human 
rights and fundamental freedoms for all 
without distinction as to race, sex, lan- 
guage or religion,” it would do far more 
to solve the Jewish problem than any mul- 
tiplication of the Jewish population in 
Palestine, , 

If the remnants of Hitler’s evil anti- 
Semitic brew precludes this in eastern and 
central Europe, then, assuredly, humani- 
tarian gates must be opened, but not only 
in Palestine. The whole world must share 
the task, including the United States. This 
makes a bipartisan approach to the prob- 
lem all the more desirable. 

All this—a humane world and one in 
which a Jew can live and prosper equally 
with all—is an easy solution, surely. It is 
only as hard as the human heart,

To George 
Willison, after he had scanned the literary 
output concerning the period, it occurred 
that a factual narrative without fictional 
embroidery might serve a purpose, so he 
wrote “Here They Found the Gold,” call- 
ing it a chronicle of early days in the 
Pike’s Peak country. It was his commend- 
able purpose to present nothing as fact 
except upon good authority and to refrain 
from coloring the facts for the very good 
reason that the truth was stranger than 
fiction.

The purpose was well fulfilled when the 
work was first published in 1931 and it is 
still maintained in the present volume, en- 
larged and revised to include relevant de- 
velopments since that time, notably the 
restoration of the old Central City Opera 
House and the tragic death of “Baby Doe,” 
the second wife of H. A. W. Tabor, the 
gold-and-silver plated Senator from Colo 
rado, 

His is the story of a man who dug the 
gold to the extent of a fabulous fortune and 
lost it, his shameless putting away of the 
wife who helped him win it and the freez- 
ing to death of his second wife in a miser- 
able miner’s shack after he had lost it.

The only reshels ge putting these two 
books under one head is that both are nov- 
els and both were difficult for this reviewer 
to pick up again once she had laid them 
down. 

“The Miracle of the Bells” is a sentimen- 
tal story of a beautiful girl from a coal 
town who becomes a movie-star and sacri- 
fices her life for the million-dollar-film: of 
the memory of her drunken father; of the 
conversion of a tough press agent, and the 
goodness of a priest. The characters are 
paper dolls without even the celluloid real- 
ity of movie stars for which the story was 
obviously written. The regeneration of the 
press agent and others through the miracle 
of the bells never becomes real. 

Despite the adverse judgment of thig par- 
ticular reviewer, however, the book will un- 
doubtedly be popular. Sales in advance of 
the publication date reached for 200,000, and 
by the time this appraisal of it is printed, 
Hollywood undoubtedly will have made the 
press agent-author independently wealthy 
with what it pays for movie rights. It is 
a commentary on Hollywood's ability to pull 
down literary as well as amusement stand- 
ards. 

“Eve's Second Apple” is what the dust- 
jacket calls a “rollicking satire” whose hero 
is an assistant professor of physiology at a 
Kentucky medical college.

The experts’ job was to find a 
formula finally satisfactory to 
both parties. If one formula failed, 
another had to be sought. During 
the meeting of the League Coun- 
cil or Assembly, we experts liter- 
ally never slept. We could not 
rest until the solution was found. 
Sometimes, when one attempt 
failed, the Secretary General tried 
his hand. If he failed, he some- 
times summoned the whole group 
of experts and insisted they find 
the formula. 

The business of the rapporteur 
was to run back and forth be- 
tween the disputants, like a 
maiden aunt between a quarreling

The Short-Range Soviet Policy of Bluff 


ENSATION-MAKERS who talk of war with Russia in a few 
Gaon or even a few weeks are responding in precisely the way 

the Soviets hope we will respond. The goal of the present all-out 
radio attack on the United States is to create as much confusion and 


uncertainty as possible. 
Underlying this war of nerves 
are certain facts which should 
never be lost sight of. First of 
all, Russia is not now prepared 


for war and does not want war. 
Therefore, if war comes, it will 
come oh our initiative and, in the 
light of all our past history and 
tradition, that seems hardly con- 
€eivable. 4 

Soviet policy-makers know this 
very well. That is why they go 
as far as they do. The parallel 
with Nazi Germany’s war of 
merves that went on all through 
the '30s is very close, The Nazi 
propaganda attacks were calcu- 
lated to divide and confuse, just 
as are the Russian attacks. 


Propaganda Bluster. 


The Soviet Union has the added 

advantage of being able to count 
on such carefully planted trouble- 
makers as Marshal Tito of Yugo- 
alavia. Tito was schooled in Mos- 
cow. He has an advanced degree 
in Soviet power politics and he is 
today applying his education with 
akill and daring. 
. Those who have made the study 
ef Soviet policy a business dur- 
ing the past decade believe the 
danger of armed conflict in the 
immediate future is negligible. 
While they concede that prophecy 
where the USSR is concerned is 
always hazardous, they believe the 
present bluster is almost entirely 
for propaganda purposes. 

They predict a course for the im- 
mediate future somewhat ag fol- 
lows. After more and perhaps even 
noisier bluster over the Darda- 
nelles and other trouble spots, 
Russia will make what will appear 
to be important concessions. This 
will have a pronounced effect on 
world opinion. It will tend to lull 
suspicions. 


The Longer Future. 


But those who take a gloomy 
view for the longer future are con- 
vinced that, behind the front a 
willingness to reach reasonable 
compromise, Russian preparations 
for war will go on unabated. The 
members of the politburo, in this 
view, believe an armed contest 
with the capitalist -democratic 
West is inevitable. They know, 
however, that time is necessary 
to prepare for it—to reconstruct 
Soviet industry and to obtain the 
advanced weapons which the West 
has and which Russia lacks. 

Those who look beyond the up- 
roar of the moment talk in terms 
of an uneasy, propaganda-riddled 
peace of five years. Russia would 
then have had a chance to com- 
plete the five-year plan outlined 
in Stalin’s political speech of last 
winter. It would be then that the 
West could expect, not angry re- 
erimination and bluster, but ac- 
tion intended to eliminate once 


and for all the threat of Western | \; 


rivalry and possible Western at- 
tack. 

There is implied in all this a ter- 
rible logic. It was given expres- 
sion the other day by Dr. Harold 
C. Urey, professor of chemistry at 
the University of Chicago and one 
of the scientists who contributed 
to the atomic bomb. Writing in 
the distinguished new quarterly, 
Air Affairs, Urey said that, unless 
some form of international con- 
trol over atomic energy is reached, 
and quickly, the United States 
may be forced to conduct a war of 
world conquest in order to prevent 
other nations from obtaining 
weapons of mass destruction. We 
would then. have to rule the world 
as we desired in order to with- 
hold atomic and bacteriological 
weapons from other nations, 

“This is a, possible course of ac- 
tion,” said Dr. Urey, who has 
never been accused of being im- 
perialist or anti-Soviet, “It is one 
that I cannot contemplate with 
any pleasure, but one which may 
be - strict necessity.” 


Awful Logic of Science, 


That is the awful logic to which 
our science has brought us. To 


be able to take such a course 
would mean that we should have 
deliberately to destroy millions of 
human lives, with the goal of pre- 
venting the complete and utter 
destruction of the structure of 
civilization. Being an emotional 
and a humanitarian people, we 
are hardly, it seems to me, 
equipped to make such a decision. 
Yet there are Americans—and 
some of them in important posi- 
tions—who are thinking in those 
terms, They insist that theirs is 
the only realistic point of view. 
While such “realism” is likely 
to frighten the average citizen, 
at least we can try to check the 
overheated emotionalism which 
responds to the calculated Rus- 
sian stimulus. Certainly the So- 
viets are going to try to get every- 
thing they can in this period, 
short of war. They will skirt 
very close to the line. But they 
will not do this because they de- 
liberately want and seek war. If 
war comes out of this dangerous 
bargaining, it will be still another 
of those catastrophic accidents 
which seem to rule our destiny.

Animals Found Resistant to 
Disease After Having Had 
It, Doctors Say.

BALTIMORE, Aug. 22 (AP)—If 
a vaccine against poliomyelitis is 
found one of these days at Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, a group of 
chimpanzees, serving as guinea 
pigs, will share in the credit. 

Year-long experiments on six 


finitive results are not expected 
for another 12 or 14 months, but 
Dr. Howard A, Howe said the ex- 
periments thus far tend to estab- 
lish that chimpanzees once in- 
fected with the crippling disease 
are resistant to it the second time. 
He declined to give particulars 
of his findings until further stud- 
ies are made—and they are now 
at a temporary standstill. The six 
original chimps are so immune 
they no longer are useful research 
subjects. 
Dr. Howe and his associates_are 
waiting for a new set after tak- 
ing time out to find a “suitable” 
home for one chimp to which they 
had become particularly attached. 
The others. were turned over to 
an animal dealer for sale to zoos. 
“The chimpanzees were exposed 
many times to the poliomyelitis 
virus,” Dr. Howe reported. “AI- 
though none was paralyzed at any 
time, all became temporary cCar- 
riers. 
“They remained carriers through 
the normal polio period of two or 
three weeks. After recovering, 
most of them were resistant to 
carrying polio the second time.” 
Dr, Howe explained most per- 
sons contracting polio are not par- 
alyzed but are temporary carriers 
through the alimentary tract. 
Many, he said, have symptoms of 
polio but none of the after effects. 
Chimpanzees were used in “the 


} experiments because they most re- 


semble persons in their reactions 
to polio and may be subjected to 
the virus by simple feeding rather 
than by injections.

WON’T PERFORM 
ANY MORE ‘DRAB?’ 
CIVIL MARRIAGES 


Judge Says Ceremonies Fail 
to Impress Pairs of Seri- 
ousness of Step. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 22 (AP) 
—City Judge John L. Kelly said 
yesterday he would not perform 
any more “drab” civil marriages 
because of the “shocking volume” 
of marriages ended through “legal 
hocus-pocus.” 


“It has been my experience,” the 
judge explained, “that the great 
majority of marriages performed 
in city court are cheerless, drab 
and almost lacking in design to 
impress upon the parties the 
serious step they are taking.” 

He refused to perform a civil 
ceremony and declared: 

“This is a personal protest to 
a system which exists in our state 
and gommunity, resulting in a 
shocking volume of marital ac- 
tions, mainly snnulments, which, 
if allowed to go on apace, will 
strike at the very well-being and 
good name of our community. 

“When I speak of the ‘system,’ 
I mean the evil of allowing these 
annulment actions to go on as 
default cases, 

“People who at one time vowed 
to take each other for better or 
worse are permitted to avail them- 
selves of a legal hocus-pocus to 
cast their marriage aside as 
though it never existed, and go on 
their free and easy way to marry 
again,”

JEFFERSON CITY, <Aug. 22 
(UP)—Assistant Attorney General 
Will F. Berry ruled today that 
counties, cities, towns and other 
political subdivisions need no 
longer pay the two per cent state 
sales tax under provisions’of the 
1945 Constitution. 

G. H. Bates, head of the divi- 
sion of collections in the Depart- 
ment of Revenue, estimated the 
ruling would save political sub- 
divisions “a minimum of $1,000,000 
a year.”

RUSSIAN MAGAZINE 
SUPPRESSED FOR 
‘ANTI-SOVIET’ IDEAS 


Two Editors of Another 
Ousted — Writers’ Union 
Criticized by Moscow. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 22 (UP)—One 
leading Russian literary magazine 
has been suppressed and two edi- 
tors of another have been dis- 
missed for publication of “anti- 
Soviet ideals,” it was disclosed 
yesterday in a Communist article 
which assailed prose writers, poets 
and party officials. 

One of the articles complained 
of was entitled “Life of a Monkey” 
and, it was complained, “is a vul- 
gar satire on Soviet life and So- 
viet people.” The article “libel- 
ously describes Soviet people as 
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primitive, uncultured, foolish and 
having provincial tastes and 
morals,” it was added. 


covering one half of the first page 
of the Communist newspaper 
Pravda, by the propaganda and 
agitation department of the all- 
powerful Communist Central Com- 
mittee,

possible. These temporary D.P. 
centers will be operated entirely 
by the Army. The UNNRA 
teams will take over only as the 
refugees move to the permanent 
centers, 


Criticism Inevitable. 


Now obviously there is going to 
be a great deal of complaint 
about this and much of the criti- 
cism is going to be directed at 
the Army. That is why I am 
writing this dispatch now. I have 
certainly not become an authority 
on the D.P. problem after less 
than a week in Germany. But I 
have had time to make a better 
study of it than did Mr. LaGuardia, 
who was here about two days 
and a half and did not find time 
to consult. either with his own 
UNRRA zone director or with 
the commanding general of the 
Third Army, who has full respon- 
sibility for D.P.’s. 

After all, remember that the 
Army could have said—as the 
British said with considerable 
justification—this is too much, we 
cannot: do it, we will not take 
any more of these people in. The 
Army did not say that, The Army 
said, let them come and we will 
do the best we can. Remember 
that when you hear the squawks 
that will presently arise.

And what kind of diplomacy is 
our State Department indulging in 
these days? It seems to be playing 
“footy” with King Ibn Saud. Hav- 
ing subsidized King Ibn Saud for 
some years during the war, while 
he was giving us little, if any, aid 
against Hitler, we now hand over 
to him, without condition, $10,000,- 
000 even though he is at the root of 
the difficulties that we and Great 
Britain are in with respect to 
Palestine. 

It is not in the American tradi- 
tion to pay tribute but the spats- 
footed diplomats may find a more 
saccharine term for a “loan” to 
Saudi Arabia at a time when, to- 
gether with Great Britain, we are 
in default on our honor with re- 
spect to Palestine. It really af- 
fects our national honor. 


If King Ibn Saud never be- 
lieved in Santa Claus before he 
ought to now. Perhaps, in our 
generosity, we may forego repay- 
ment, or even make another 
“loan,” so that the first one may 
be paid back. 

After all, in this country, a man 
who earns $50 a week, and who 
hag a wife and two children, pays 
$67 in income taxes a year, so it 
would only take a year’s income 
taxes of about 150,000 such men 
to produce $10,000,000 for King 
Ibn Saud. 


In the meantime the American- 
owned Arabian-American Oil Co., 
which has pushed a good many 
million dollars itself into the 
king’s kitty, is left holding the 
bag. So are the Jews. 


Here was an opportunity, that 
will probably not occur again, 
when we might have come to an 
understanding with King Ibn 
Saud with respect to these home- 
less and hapless wanderers over 
the face of Europe.

DETROIT, Aug. 22 (AP)—Hope 
rose today for settlement of the 
eight-day Great Lakes shipping 
strike, with announcement that a 
“tentative understanding” had 
been reached among negotiators 
for the CIO National Maritime 
Union and the Standard Oi] Co. of 
Indiana. 

Government Concillator Noel P. 
Fox disclosed in Chicago late yes- 
terday that union members there 


would receive the agreement for 
a ratification vote today. He said 
the terms would not be made pub- 
lic until the union membership 
had voted, 

Fox said the agreement would 
affect only Standard Oil’s five 
tankers. However, there was some 
indication it might prove the basis 
for settlement by the NMU and 
the 16 other strike-affected ship- 
ping companies. 

A $250,000 suit for damages 
against the union was filed in 
Circuit Court today by the Nich- 
olson Transit Co. of Detroit ,whose 
10 ships are strike-bound. The 
company charged union violation 
of contract provisions barring 
strikes, work stoppages and slow- 
downs. Court action was asked 
also to restrain the union from 
picketing company property. 

Operators of three tanker fleets 
had filed suit for $375,000 Wednes- 
day in Cleveland, also alleging 
breach of contract, 

The first break in the walkout 
followed a flare-up of violence in 
Duluth, Minn., and a company ap- 


vention. 

Twenty pickets were injured, 
two of them hospitalized, in the 
Duluth melee which started when 
65 policemen moved in on 90 pick- 
ets who had blockaded an auto- 
mobile. 

Nine men taken into custody by 
police were freed without any 
jepateee being filed. The picket 
line was set up again today after 
city officials and union leaders 
agreed that peaceful picketing 
would be permitted. 

Meanwhile; the Cleveland Tank- 
ers, Inc., of Cleveland; Lake 
Tankers, Inc. New ‘York, and 
Great Lakes Transport Corp., De- 
troit, wired an appeal to the Presi- 
dent to “take prompt action to re- 
quire the NMU to live up to its 
agreements” to operate Great 
Lakes vessels until Dec. 10, 1946, 
under terms of their contracts. 

Union and company sources con- 
tinued to disagree in their reports 
on the number of idle vessels, The 
Lake Carriers’ 
only 42 vessels were tied up, while 
the union reported 137 ships were 
strike-bound.

York law firm, charged that CPA | 
has been lax in enforcing the con- / 


trols on non-residential construc- 
tion. He asserted that veterans’ 
groups had found about 2000 cases 
of illegal construction in Cali- 
fornia. When complaints were 
lodged, he said, the projects were 
halted temporarily but then “hast- 
ily authorized to go ahead.” 


Small’s Approval Needed. 


Wyatt's program has yet to re- 
ceive fina] approval of John D.

Necktie---Outlet for 
Suppressed Male

ré ‘A NECKTIE neither warms in winter nor 


cools in summer but in the 1940s an 
American business man, presumably in 

full possession of his senses, paid $1000 for one.

feed a family of six 
for at least a year. 
“It is unfortunate 
that more detailed 
records of this and 
similar transactions 
are not available.

I’ve written a few, 
but the editors always send them back with simply a rejection 
slip. 
“T’'ve had a college education and majored in English, so 
I eertainly ought to be able to write acceptable material. Do 
young writers have a chance against those who names are 
famous?” |

Re: 

IN THE FIRST PLACE, new writers are breaking into 
print every month in the magazines of this country. But in- 
tensive study of English literature has little value in com- 
parison to a thorough knowledge of human psychology. Sus- 
pense and drama are entirely psychological entities. 

You don’t need to know grammar and rhetoric nor have 
a doctor's degree in English literature, in order to be a 
master of dramatic writing. Some school children hardly in 
their teens have a better sense of drama and can tell a story 
with more suspense therein than many a college graduate. 

The best way in which to become a writer is first to 
study the raw materials—human beings. Laura is a‘ shy 
introvert who knows scarcely anything about people. There 
are 12 families in her block. She is acquainted with only one. 
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IN THOSE 12 HOMES are represented at least 12 love 
affairs. Tragedy has struck many of those homes, Child- 
birth, death of loved ones, sacrifice and deception, pitiful 
child tragedies and noble acts of unselfishness. But Laura 
hardly even knows she has neighbors, She ignores people, so 
how in the world can she hope to write true-to-life accounts 
of human conflicts and human successes. 

Laura is also a little inclined to be snobbish, She feels 
that she is superior, for she won a Phi Beta Kappa key for 
high scholarship. She deserves full credit, of course, for this 
worthy award, but those very scholarly habits of surrounding 
herself with books have shut out human contacts. 

She needs to become a social detective ferreting out per- 
sonality traits of her neighbors. She needs to forget her 
English courses and examine her human associates. A little 
house-to-house selling would be very eniightening to her.

“Blighty”—Hindustani Legacy. 
HE officers and men cal] it 
“leave” and “furlough.” To 
many a Tommy, however, that 

was “blighty”—a more colorful 
term, as its sto reveals. For 
“blighty” means “home.” One of 
our readers now asks why this is 
sO. 


Though “blighty” is considered 
to be British Army slang of World 
War I vintage, actually its usage 
anteceded that conflict. As a 
modification of the Hindustani 
bilayati, meaning variously “for- 
eign,” “European,” or “foreign 
country,” it was used by English- 
men in India, particularly by 
British soldiers. stationed there, 
for “England” and “Home.” 


It was undoubtedly World War 
I which gave a fillip to the cur- 
rency of “blighty,” more especially 
in connection with an injury suf- 
ficiently serious to warrant the 
army or navy man’s return home. 
British World War I records show 
the notation “B.B.”—it stood for 
“Blighty Boy”—that is, one hurt 
badly enough to require treatment 
in a base hospital. 

One of the most popular World 
War I songs in the British armed 
forces began: “Oh send me back 
to blighty—” 

The London Times Weekly 
wrote in 1915: “The only thing 
they looked forward to was get- 
ting back to blighty again.”

ON THE TRIP back in the 
train, I read the account of a 
meeting held last May by the 
Citizens’ Committee on the chil- 
dren of New York City.

WE ONCE had a national re- 
sources planning board, which was 
set up to help us think thorugh 
some of our economic problems. 
It was abolished by Congress be- 
cause they preferred our usual 
haphazard method of no planning. 
I believe in meeting things as you 
come to them and in flexibility in 
all plans. But I believe also in 
trying to find out what are the 
problems before a nation and 
making some plans to deal with 
those problems, The result of a 
laissez-faire policy seems to be so 
harmful to our whole civilization, 
and will hurt particularly the 
weak and blameless who can do 
nothing to remedy the situation 
themselves.

Harry Davenport, Now 80, Still Going Strong—Doesn't Look Backward

T quickly became apparent that 

Harry Davenport is too young

HE secret of good writing, 

said the great Anatole France, 

is, ‘First, clarity; next, clarity; 
and finally, clarity.” For -some 
time writers, students, and teach- 
ers have been urged by this mod- 
est column to regard clearness of 
expression as being of far greater 
importance than the _ hair-split- 
tings of grammar or the desire to 
write “elegantly.” 

“T have discovered that many 
competent writers suffer from 
“with-itis"—an occupational dis- 
ease which places the simple prep- 
osition “with” after the wrong 
nouns, producing such loony log- 
ics as Edmund Ware's in a recent 
issue of the American magazine: 
“., the creepy old handy man, 
whetting a scythe with gloves on.” 

In a current whodunit, Raymond 
Chandler develops with-itis on the 
very first page: “. .. she was the 
widow of an old coot with whisk- 
ers named Jasper Murdock.” 

And in Collier’s, Mosser Mau- 
ger creates a heroine who could 
make nice money in a side show: 
“Her eyes were very round, beau- 
tifully set in a small angular face 
deeply edged with pale lashes.” 


Now, of course, it is always 
stimulating to read of such pre- 
nomena as scythes with gloves on, 
whiskers named Jasper Murdock, 
and faces deeply edged with pale 
lashes, even though they produce 
mental pictures that are night- 
marish, 

Note what with-itis does to this 
news item from a California daily:

Stuffed Eggplant 


One pound lamb shoulder or 
two cups diced cold lamb, four 
tablespoons olive oil, one-half cup 
uncooked rice, one large eggplant, 
one clove garlic minced, one small 
onion, minced, two tablespoons 
diced green pepper, one-fourth 
cup pine nuts, one tomato, peeled 
and diced, salt, celery salt, pepper, 
pinch cinnamon, one-fourth cup 
red wine, one cup crumbled goat 
cheese. 

Brown lamb in olive oil in a 
heavy skillet, (If uncooked meat 
is used, cover after browning and 
let braise until tender.) Boil rice, 
drain and set aside, Parboil egg- 
plant in boiling salted water for 
fifteen minutes, Drain, Cut in half 
lengthwise and hollow out, leaving 
shell about one quarter’ inch 
thick, Add garlic, onion and green 
pepper to meat and cook until 
brown, Then add pine nuts, toma- 
to, eggplant pulp, diced, and sea- 
soning. Stir in just enough wine 
to make loose mixture. Fill egg- 
plant shell, spread cheese over 
top and bake at 350 degrees for 
40 minutes, Place under broiler 
flame to brown top slightly.

Contract 
Bridge

HERE were two good lines of 
T piay for the slam in today’s 
deal, but the declarer chose a 
third, not so good line. 
South, dealer. 


Neither side vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
fieuth. West, 
1 heart Pass 
4% hearts Passe 
Pas Pass 

West opened the ten of trumps. 
East discarded a low diamond 
while declarer won with the king, 
and West's remaining trumps 
were drawn, East letting go an- 
other diamond and a spade. Now, 
with the play in dummy, declarer 
led a low club to his jack. As he 
explained later, his theory had 
been to find the club queen on 
side, in East’s hand, or, if the 
jack lost to the queen held by 
West, the rest of the clubs might 
be good because of a 3-3 break. 
Unfortunately, things did not de 
velop in either of these directions, 
West smothered the club jack 
and shifted to spades. The ace 
was put up, the high clubs were 
cashed, South discarding a dia- 
mond, and a club ruff established 
a good trick in dummy, but this 
was worth precisely nothing — 
South had to concede a spade. 


The correct plan was to allow 
for a 42 break of the club suit. 
After winning with the heart 
king, declarer should have taken 
the slight risk of cashing the two 
top clubs, Then he could safely 
ruff a third club with the queen, 
cash the ace and jack of trumps 
to draw West's trumps, and ruff 
another club to establish the fifth 
card of the suit. Now it would be 
elemenary to lead to the spade 
ace, discard a diamond on the 
good club, and concede a spade 
trick. 

Another winning plan was to 
lead a spade toward the queen at 
an early stage, but this depended 
on the spade king being right.
